Discovery i Made That 
Rust Spores. Are Spread By 


Great Distances

It is not altogether comforting to 
know that rust spores can be carricd 
from great distances and are to bea 
found at very considerable heights 
However details of spore-trapping ex 
periments co-operatively conductod 
by the Royal Canadian Alr Force and 
the Dominion Rust Research Labora 
tory at Manitoba Agricultural Collegy, 
given by Dr. D. L. Bailey, pathologist 
{n charge, in the Dominion Botanist’s 
report for 1925 are beyond measuro 11 
teresting. The idea of the Investigation 
or experiment was to collect all data 
possible regarding the origins’ anu 
spread of black stem rust In Westera 
Canada by studying the spore-content 
of the upper alr over various districts 
during the season. 

As the report suggests the resutts 
obtained by the first year’s work of 
this kind are striking.

Bulletin Explains Why Accounts of 
Velocity Vary 


divergent accounts of the velocity of 
the wind during the West Indian hur- 
jricane that struck the southeastern 
coast of Florida last week-end. They | 
read in one place of winds moving ar} 
the rate of 120 miles an hour, and in 
another that the centré of the hurrt- 
cane passed over the cauntry at the 
rate of forty mHes an hour. A bulletin 
on hurricanes issued by the National 
;Geography Society of the Unttea 
| States not only explains the peculiart- 
| ties of hurricanes, but provides ans- 
| Wers to various questions that occur 
| to the interested layman. 

“Hurricanes,” the ~ society’s state- 
ment says, “are not winds that drive 
straight ahead. They are swirls of 
the cyclonic: type. These ‘swirling 
storm centres move relatively slowly 
across land and sea, sometimes at no 
greater speed than eight or ten miles 
an hour, But they suck air towards 
them from all sides at  terriffic 
| speeds, up to a hundred or more miles 
an hour.” These-West Indian hurrl- 
canes, anticipated every year on the 
Gulf coast, are probably as old as the 
Atlantic ocean and the North Amerti- 
can continent. The first storm of the 
kind on record “devastated parts of 
Cuba In 1494.”
